STAGING REQUIREMENTS

Arrival

Theband will arriveaccording to the operationsrepresentative's(Ops Rep) designated time. Theevent sponsor or point of contact should
be available to meet the band upon arrival to greet and assist the Ops rep with the organization of the performance. The following are standard
reguirements needed to ensure the highest quality performanceby the Brass Quintet.

Stage
Dimensions: Performanceareashouldbeat |east 12 feet wideand 12 feet deep.

Construction: Thestage or areabeing used must belevel with afirmfoundation. For outdoor sites: the performance areamust bedry. We
reguest a covering be provided for outdoor venues to help protect the health of band members and the safety of our equipment from direct
sunlight. NOTE: the band cannot perform in inclement weather (including high winds); we recommend that arrangements are made for an
aternatein-door site.

Cleanliness: The performance stage and dressing room areas should be cleaned beforethe arrival of theband. 1If thebandisperformingona
stagewith other entertainers(i.e. festivals, picnics, park concerts, etc), please ensuretheareaiscleared of all other equipment and eventsprior
totheband'sdesignated set uptime.

Set-up: Normally, the band can set-up their equipment in approximately ten minutes. However, due to the complexity of downloading the
equipment to difficult performance areas and other unforeseen delays, it could possibly take up to thirty minutes to complete the set-up and
sound check. Theuseof fivechairs(without arms) and fivemusic standsaredesired, if available pleaseinformthe OpsRepwithinthirty days
if ensemblewill need tofurnish own.

Electrical: Werequest the use of one 120V/20AmpAC circuit with two Edison outletsfor use with asmall PA system (powered speaker and
microphone) and stand lights. Power should beavailablewithin 10feet of thestage area.

Lighting: No special lighting needs. We request the use of general stage lighting (wash); please designate someone who can operate system
during band's performance.

Audio: For most performances, no audioisrequired. If available, asmall PA system for announcingisdesirable. Thismust be coordinated
with band's production staff at |east 30 days before performance.

Dressing Rooms
Two secured dressing roomsin close proximity to the stage areaare needed for approximately four malesand two femal es. Pleaseinform
the OpsRep of any rulesconcerning smoking, eating, etc.
